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CITY    CHAETER. 


AN   ACT   TO  INCORPORATE   THE   CITY  CF  NAUVOO. 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  all  that  district  of  coun- 
try embraced  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at 
the  north-east  corner  of  section  thirty-one,  in  township  seven,  north 
of  range  eight,  west  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian,  in  the  county 
of  Hancock,  and  running  thence  west  to  the  north-west  corner  of 
said  section;  thence  north  to  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  west  to 
the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  river;  thence  down  the  mid- 
dle of  said  channel  to  a  point  due  west  of  the  south-east  corner  of  frac- 
tional section  number  twelve,  in  township  six,  north  of  range  nine 
west  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian;  thence  east  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  said  section  twelve;  thence  north  on  the  range  line  be- 
tween township  six  north  and  range  eight  and  nine  west,  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  section  six,  in  township  six,  north  of  range 
eight  west;  thence  east  to  the  south-east  corner  of  said  section; 
thence  north  to  the  place  of  beginning;  including  the  town  plats  of 
Commerce  and  Nauvoo,  shall  hereafter  be  called,  and  known,  by 
the  name  of  the  "City  of  Nauvoo,"  and  the  inhabitants  thereol 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have,  and 
use,  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change,  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  tract  of  land,  adjoining  the  "City  of 
Nauvoo,"  shall  have  been  laid  out  into  town  lots,  and  duly  recorded 
according  to  law,  the  same  shall  form  a  part  of  the  "City  of  Nauvoo." 

Sec.  3.  The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold  pro- 
perty, real  and  personal,  in  said  city,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  hold 
real  property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds,  or  for  other 
public  purposes,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell, 
lease,  convey,  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal,  for  the 


benefit  of  the  city,  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  Mayor, 
four  Aldermen,  and  nine  Counsellors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council 
shall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  their  own 
members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business; 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as  may^be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Counsellors,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation  that  they  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State,  and  that  they  will  well  and  truly  perform 
the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  abilities. 

Sec.  6.  On  the  first  Monday  of  February  next,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  held  for  the  election  of  one 
Mayor,  four  Aldermen,  and  nine  Counsellors,  and  at  the  first  elec- 
tion under  this  act,  three  judges  shall  be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the 
electors  present;  the  said  judges  shall  choose  two  clerks,  and  the 
judges  and  clerks  before  entering  upon  their  duties  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  such  as  is  now  required  by  law  to 
be  taken  by  judges  and  clerks  of  other  elections;  and  at  all  subse- 
quent elections,  the  necessary  number  of  judges  and  clerks  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  City  Council.  At  the  first  election  so  held  the 
polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  ML,  and  closed  at  six  o'clock 
P.  M.;  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  a 
statement  thereof  proclaimed  at  the  front  door  of  the  house  at  which 
said  election  shall  be  held;  and  the  clerks  shall  leave  with  each  per- 
son elected,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after 
the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election;  and  each  person  so 
notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  herein  before  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath 
shall  be'depositedwith  the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereafter 
provided  for,  and  be  by  him  preserved;  and  all  subsequent  elections 
shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7.  All  free  white  male  inhabitants  who  are  of  the  age  of 
twenty  one  years,  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  state  officers,  and 
who  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said  city  sixty  days  next  pre- 
ceding said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  city  officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  col- 
lect taxes  for  city  purposes  upon  all  property,  real  and  personal, 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  not  exceeding  one-half  per  cent,  per 


annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  may  enforce  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  9.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Record- 
er, Treasurer,  Assessor,  Marshal,  Supervisor  of  Streets,  and  all 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary;  and  to  prescribe  their  du- 
ties, and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  10.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all 
officers  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  penalty  and 
security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  such 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also,  to  require  all  officers  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  11.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute,  all  such  ordinances,  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit,  good  order,  regulation, 
convenience,  and  cleanliness,  of  said  city;  for  the  protection  of  pro- 
perty therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the 
health,  and  happiness  thereof;  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies that  may  happen  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  in  any 
of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and  establish  all  the  fees; 
of  the  officers  of  said  corporation  not  herein  established;  to  im- 
pose such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence, 
as  they  may  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  accept  any  office  in  or  un- 
der the  corporation,  or  for  misconduct  therein;  to  divide  the  city 
into  wards;  to  add  to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors;  and 
apportion  them  among  the  several  wards,  as  may  be  most  just  and 
conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  city. 

Sec.  1 2.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctions,  merchants,  re- 
tailers, grocers,  hawkers,  pedlars,  brokers,  pawn-brokers,  and  mo- 
ney-changers. 

Sec.  1 3.  The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
the  city,  by  ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  and  restrain,  the  keeping 
of  ferries,  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeit- 
ures and  penalties,  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  and  provide 
for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  the  enforcement 
of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this 
act;  Provided  such  ordinances  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State:  and,  in  fine,  to  exercise 
such  other  legislative  powers  as  are  conferred  on  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Springfield,  by  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  City  of  Springfield,"  approved,  February  third,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty. 


Sec.  14.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  with- 
in one  month  after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be 
posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city. 

Sec.  15.  All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal 
of  the  corporation,  and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pam- 
phlet form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published  by  authority  of  the 
corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  or 
places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  16.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace  therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  aris- 
ing under  the  laws  of  the  State:  they  shall,  as  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed 
by  the  same  laws,  give  the  same  bonds  and  security,  as  other  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace,  and  be  commissioned  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in 
and  for  said  city  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  1 7.  The  Mayor  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  shall 
issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances 
into  execution  and  effect;  appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or 
judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the  city  ordinan- 
ces,^ the  Municipal  Court,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  present- 
ed by  ordinance;  which  court  shall  be  composed  of  the  Mayor,  as 
Chief  Justice,  and  the  Aldermen  as  Associate  Justices,  and  from  the 
final  Judgment  of  the  Municipal  Court,  to  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Hancock  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from 
judgments  of  Justices  of  the  Peace;  Provided,  That  the  parties  liti- 
gant shall  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  a  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  all 
cases  before  the  Municipal  Court.  The  Municipal  Court  shall  have 
power  to  grant  writs  of  haba3s  corpus  in  all  cases  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  1 8.  The  Municipal  Court  shall  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of 
every  month,  and  the  City  Council  at  such  times  and  place  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  city  ordinance;  special  meetings  of  which  may  at 
any  time  be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Aldermen. 

Sec.  19.  All  process  issued  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  or  Muni- 
cipal Court,  shall  be  directed  to  the  Marshal,  and  in  the  execution 
thereof  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  as  are,  or  may  be, 
prescribed  for  the  direction  and  compensation  of  Constables  in 
similar  cases.  The  Marshal  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  under  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  the  principal  ministerial  officer. 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep 
accurate  records  of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council,  and 
of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  corporate  capaGiijk-whicri  record 


shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said 
city,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council,  and  shall  serve  as  Clerk  of  the 
Municipal  Court. 

Sec.  21.  When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property 
for  opening,  widening,  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue, 
or  alley,  the  corporation  shall  make  a  just  compensation  therefor  to 
the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount  of  such 
compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  freeholders  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  22.  All  jurors  empanneled  to  enquire  into  the  amount  of 
benefits  or  damages  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property,  so 
proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and  shall 
return  to  the  Mayor  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  23.  In  case  the  mayor  shall  at  any  time  be  guilty  of  a  pal- 
pable omission  of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly  be  guilty  of 
oppression,  mal-conduct,  or  partiality  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  indicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Hancock  county,  and  on  conviction  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  court  shall  have  power,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  jury,  to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  court  that  he 
be  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  24.  The  City  Council  may  establish  and  organize  an  In- 
stitution of  learning  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  for  the  teaching 
of  the  Arts,  Sciences,  and  Learned  Professions,  to  be  called  the 
"University  of  the  City  of  Nauvoo,"  which  institution  shall  be  un- 
der the  control  and  management  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting 
of  a  Chancellor,  Registrar,  and  twenty-three  Regents;  which  Board 
shall  thereafter  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession, by  the  name  of  the  "Chancellor  and  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  City  of  Nauvoo,"  and  shall  have  full  power  to  pass,  or- 
dain, establish  and  execute  all  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  they  may 
consider  necessary  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  said  Universi- 
ty, its  officers,  and  students;  Provided,  That  the  said  laws  and  or- 
dinances shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State;  and  Provided,  also,  that  the  Trustees  shall 
at  all  times  be  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  education 
which  appertain  to  the  Trustees  of  any  other  College  or  University 
of  this  State. 

Sec.  25.  The  City  Council  may  organize  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city,  subject  to  military  duty,  into  a  body  of  independent  military 
men  to  be  called  the  "Nauvoo  Legion,"  the  Court  Martial  of  which 
shall  be  composed  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  said  Legion,  and 
constitute  the  law  making  department,  with  full  powers  and  autho- 


rity  to  make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute,  all  such  laws  and  or- 
dinances as  may  be  considered  necessary  for  the  benefit,  govern- 
ment and  regulation  of  said  Legion;  Provided,  said  Court  Martial 
shall  pass  no  law  or  act  repugnant  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State;  and,  Provided, 
also,  that  the  officers  of  the  Legion  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State.  The  said  Legion  shall  perform  the  same 
amount  of  military  duty  as  is  now,  or  may  be  hereafter,  required 
of  the  regular  militia  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Mayor  in  executing  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  Corpora- 
tion, and  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governor 
for  the  public  defence,  and  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  State, 
or  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  their  proportion  of 
the  public  arms;  and,  Provided,  also,  that  said  Legion  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  all  other  military  duty. 

Sec.  26.  The  inhabitants  of  the  "City'of  Nauvoo,"  are  hereby 
exempted  from  working  on  any  road  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  streets,  lanes,  avenues,  and  alleys 
in  repair,  to  require  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  said  city,  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one,  and  under  fifty  years,  to  labor  on  said  streets, 
lanes,  avenues,  and  alleys,  not  exceeding  three  days  in  each  year; 
and  person  failing  to  perform  such  labor,  when  duly  notified  by  the 
supervisor,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day  for 
each  day  so  neglected  or  refused. 

Sec.  27.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the 
punishment  of  offenders  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  city  jail, 
in  all  cases  when  such  offenders  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines 
and  forfeitures  which  may  be  recovered  against  them. 

Sec.  28.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and 
shall  take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  of  February  next.

The  following  additional  section,  in  relation  to  the  Nauvoo  Le- 
gion, passed  both  houses  of  the  Legislature  and  was  approved,  De- 
cember, 1840. 

"Any  citizen  of  Hancock  county,  may,  by  voluntary  enrolment, 
attach  himself  to  the  Nauvoo  Legion,  with  all  the  privileges  which 
appertain  to  that  independent  military  body." 

The  following  are  the  legislative  powers  alluded  to  in  the  13th 
Section  of  the  foregoing  Act,  as  pertaining  to  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Springfield,  and  which,  consequently,  become  a  part  of 
the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Nauvoo,  to  wit: 

OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  POWERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  1.  The  City  Council  shall  have  powers  and  authority  to 
levy  and  collect  taxes  upon  all  property,  real  and  personal,  within 
the  city,  not  exceeding  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  as- 
sessed value  thereof,  and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in 
any  manner  prescribed  by  ordinance  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all 
officers  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  charter,  bonds  with  penalty 
and  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties? 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  also  to  require  all  officers  appoint- 
ed as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices  upon  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  common  schools,  to 
borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  That  no  sum  or 
sums  of  money  be  borrowed  at  a  greater  interest  than  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all  the  sums  bor- 
rowed and  outstanding,  ever  exceed  one-half  of  the  city  revenue 
arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  property  within  the  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  diseases  into  the  city,  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that 
purpose,  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  debt 
[and]  expenses  of  the  city. 

Sec.  6.  To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  the  go- 
vernment of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  To  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  to  declare  what  shall  be  a  nuisance,  and  to  prevent  and 
remove  the  same. 

Sec  8.  To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  and  erect 
pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  conveni- 
ence of  the  inhabitants.

Sec.  9.  To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or 
otherwise  improve  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and 
alleys. 

Sec.  10.     To  establish,  erect,  and  keep  in  repair  bridges. 

Sec.  11.  To  divide  the  city  into  wards,  and  specify  the  boun- 
daries thereof,  and  create  additional  wards,  as  the  occasion  may' 
require. 

Sec.  1 2.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp- 
posts. 

Sec.   13.     To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  night  watches. 

Sec.  14.  To  erect  market  houses,  establish  markets,  and  mar- 
ket places,  and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  15.  To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the 
use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  1G.  To  provide  for  enclosing,  improving,  [and]  regulating 
all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  1 7.  To  license,  tax,  [and]  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants 
and  retailers,  grocers,  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  pedlars,  brokers, 
pawn-brokers,  and  money-changers. 

Sec  18.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wag- 
ons, carts  and  drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage 
of  persons,  and  for  the  wagonage,  cartage,  and  dray  age  of  pro- 
perty. 

Sec.  19.  To  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the  rates  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  20.  To  license  and  regulate  theatrical  and  other  exhibi- 
tions, shows  and  amusements. 

Sec.  21.  To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit,  and  suppress  tipling  houses, 
dram  shops,  gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

Sec.  22.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of 
fires,  and  to  organize  and  establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  23.  To  regulate  the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues 
thereof,  and  stove  pipes. 

Sec.  24.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  rosin, 
and  other  combustible  materials. 

Sec.  25.  To  regulate  and  orde^  parapet  walls  and  partition 
fences. 

Sec.  26.  To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures,  and 
regulate  the  weights  and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all 
other  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec  27.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measuring  of  lum- 
ber and  other  building  materials:  and  for  the  measurement  of  all 
kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec  28.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay, 
lime,  and  stone  coal,  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood,  and  other 
fuel,  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city.

Sec.  29.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco, 
and  of  beef,  pork,  flour,  meal,  and  whiskey  in  barrels. 

Sec.  30.  To  regulate  the  weight,  quality,  and  price  of  bread 
sold  and  used  in  the  city. 

Sec.  31.  To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  city. 

Sec.  32.  To  regulate  the  election  of  city  officers,  and  provide 
for  removing  from  office  any  person  holding  an  office  created  by 
ordinance. 

Sec.  33.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers  and  regu- 
late the  fees  of  jurors,  witnesses,  and  others,  for  services  rendered 
under  this  act  or  any  ordinance. 

Sec.  34.  To  regulate  the  police  of  the  city,  to  impose  fines,  and 
forfeitures,  and  penalties,  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  recovery  and  appropriation  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties. 

Sec.  35.  The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within 
the  city,  by  ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  suppress,  and  restrain 
billiard  tables,  and  from  one  to  twenty  pin  alleys,  and  every  other 
description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  36.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  all  Or- 
dinances which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into 
execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act,  so  that  such  ordinance 
be  not  repugnant  to,  nor  inconsistent  with,  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec  37.  The  style  of  the  ordinances  shall  be  "Be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Springfield." 

Sec.  38.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  with- 
in one  month  after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  city,  and  shall  not  be  in  force 
until  they  shall  have  been  published  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  36.  All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal 
of  the  corporation,  and  when  printed  and  published  by  authority  of 
the  corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  courts 
and  places  without  further  proof.

G.  Sherwood  had  been  appoint- 
ed City  Marshal,  and  requested  the  public  to  respect  and  obey  him 
as  such.

Mayor  having  duly  subscribed  his  oath  of  office. 

(Sidney  Rigdon,  who  was  elected  as  the  other  City  Councillor, 
not  being  present.) 

H.  G.  Sherwood  was  then  duly  appointed  City  Marshal,  and 
sworn;  and  to  continue  for  two  years  ensuing. 

Robert  B.  Thompson  was  appointed  City  Treasurer,  and  sworn; 
and  to  continue  for  two  years  ensuing. 

James  Sloan  was  appointed  City  Recorder,  and  sworn;  and  to 
continue  for  two  years  ensuing. 

Austin  Cole  was  appointed  Supervisor  of  Streets,  (not  present,) 
and  to  continue  for  two  years  ensuing. 

James  Robison  was  appointed  City  Assessor,  and  sworn;  and  to 
continue  for  to  years  ensuing. 

The  Mayor  then  addressed  the  Council  and  citizens  present,  with 
an  inaugural  speech  of  considerable  length,  and  read  and  cited  parts 
of  the  City  Charter,  observing  as  to  what  he  considered  should  be 
done  in  the  city  forthwith,  fee,  &c.

behavior  for  a  reasonable  time,  and  indemnify  the  corporation  against 
any  charge,  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  inability  to  give  security,  they 
shall  be  confined  to  labor  for  a  time  not  exceeding  ninety  days;  or 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars;  or  be  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  six  months;  or  all;  at  the  discretion  of  said 
Mayor  or  Coutr.  This  act  to  take  effect,  and  be  in  force,  from  and 
after  its  passage.

That  if  any  person  shall  fire  or  shoot  a  gun,  pistol,  or  other  fire  arms, 

idly  or  for  sport  or  amusement,  in  the  night,  or  on  Sunday,  the  per- 
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son  so  doing  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars ; 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  af- 
fect any  officer  of  this  city  for  firing  or  shooting  as  aforesaid  while 
in  the  exec  jtion  of  his  duty. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  person  shall  prosecute  another  before  the 
authorities  of  this  city,  (in  a  criminal  case)  and  fail  to  procure  a 
Conviction,  said  person  shall  be  taxed  with  the  costs  of  suit,  if  said 
authorities  shall  consider  it  a  malicious  prosecution;  if  not,  the  city 
shall  be  liable  for  the  costs  thereof.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION   TO  HAWKERS,  PEDLARS,  AND  PUB- 
LIC SHOWS  AND  EXHLBiTlONS. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Nau- 
voo,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  usually 
denominated  hawkers  and  pedlars,  to  hawk  or  curry  about  from 
place  to  place  in  this  city^  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  ex- 
cepting such  as  are  manufactured  within  the  limits  of  this  corpora- 
tion; who  shall  not,  previously  to  selling  or  offering  for  sale,  such 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  have  obtained  a  license  therefor 
Irom  this  corporation,  signed  by  the  Mayor,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Recorder,  for  which  he,  she,  or  they  shall,  at  the  time  of  obtain- 
ing the  same,  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  nor  less  than 
ten  dollars;  and  such  person  or  persons  as  aforesaid,  who  may  be 
found  hawking  about  any  goods  or  merchandise,  except  as  afore- 
said, and  sellingor  offering  the  same  for  sale  without  a  license  there- 
for, shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such  offence  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars;  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  refuse  to  ex- 
hibit his,  her,  or  their  license  so  obtained,  upon  being  required  by 
any  citizen  so  to  do,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
each  and  every  such  refusal;  Provided,  That  nothing  in  the  fore- 
going shall  be  construed  to  require  a  license  for  hawking  about  for 
s  lie  any  articles  of  poultry,  fish,  meat,  bread-stuffs,  butter,  cheese, 
eggs  or  vegetables;  or  such  perishable  merchandise  as  is  used  for 
food. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  licenses  granted  by  this  corporation  to  hawk- 
ers or  pedlars,  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next 
following  the  date  of  such  license. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  persons  desiring  to  exhibit,  within  this  cor- 
poration, any  curiosities  of  nature  or  art,  not  inconsistent  with  de- 
cency, or  contrary  to  good  morals,  shall  procure  a  license  as  afore- 
said, for  which  he,  she,  or  they  shall  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars;  and  the  said  license  shall  continue 
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iin  force  for  one  week  and  no  longer;  and  such  person  or  persons  as 
aforesaid,  who  may  be  found  in  open  violation  of  this  section,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars; all  exhibitions  inconsistent  with  decency,  or  contrary  to  good 
morals,  are  expressly  prohibited  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  4.     This  ordinance  to  take  effect,  and  to  be  in  force,  from 
and  after  its  passage.
